Among other Things it is faid, that 
there were found 280 Pieces of Cannon inthe Place, 
the Value of which they make to amount to 10 Millions ; 
that there is more than wherewithal to cloath and arm 
$0,000 Men, befides all the Implements of War, and 
the Military Cheft, reckoned to contain thirty Millions. 
The more extravagant thefe Circumitances teem to all 
Men of Senfe, the more impatient People are to fee an 
authentic Inventory of what was found there. 

LONDON, Feb. 27. 

We hear thatfhis Highnet$ the Prince of Heffe, and his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland, are expected 
at St. James’s in a few Days. 

We hear thata Veffel is ordered to carry back to fome 
Port in France, the Count Fitz-James, and feveral o- 
ther Perfons of Difting&tion, on their Parole of Honour 
according to their Petition lately delivered to the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Harrington.
